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REPORT  OF  THE  FISH  WARDENS. 

To  the  Selectmen  of  Brighton  :  — 

The  undersigned,  Fish  Wardens  of  Charles  River,  beg 
leave  to  present  the  following  Report. 

They  found  the  Fishery,  at  the  time  of  their  appointment 
in  January,  1854,  under  a  lease  to  T.  D.  M.  Trull,  at  the 
annual  rent  of  $  235,  one  year  of  which  had  expired,  and 
two  years  remained.  For  the  past  year,  Mr.  Trull  has 
promptly  paid  the  rent,  and  performed  all  the  conditions 
of  said  lease. 

There  also  came  into  their  hands  a  note  given  by  said 
Trull,  for  $  157.95,  dated  February  2,  1852,  which  said 
Trull  refused  to  pay.  A  suit  was  accordingly  commenced 
against  him,  and  as  he  in  the  opinion  of  counsel  had  a 
valid  claim  for  damages  against  the  Fish  Wardens,  it  was 
finally  settled  by  his  paying  the  sum  of  $  102,  in  full  for 
the  note  and  costs.  There  was  also  an  unsettled  account 
against  Messrs.  Park  &  Wheeler  for  rent  of  said  Fishery 
for  the  year  1849,  amounting  to  $  148.20,  and  interest  for 
four  years  to  be  added,  making  on  the  whole  $  183.76. 
Upon  taking  legal  advice,  they  find  that  this  account  can- 
not be  enforced ;  therefore  there  has  nothing  been  done  in 
relation  to  it,  but  it  still  remains  unsettled.
